THE SECRET OUT. 


INFORMATION REGARDING EMPEROR FRED- 
RICK 's REAL CONDITION SUPPRESSED. 


Report of a Serious True—A Desper- 
ate State of A Special Body 
Guard to Protect Dr. Mackenzie—The De- 
parture ofthe Prines of Wales—St. Pat- 
rick’s Day in Engiand—Boulanger De- 
nounced by Commubists—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to thé Post-Dispatch. 
BERLIN, March 19.—Th is now no doubt 
that the rumor of the relapse of Emperor 
Frederick William, which Icabled you Satur- 
day, was absolutely true Extraordinary et- 
forts to prevent the real State of things from 
being known are now taken, but yesterday the 
secret came out. The coffespondents of the 
London dailies, who eame here with six or 
seven secretaries, princes of high and low de- 
gree, and many others to whom the health of 
the Emperor is of great importance, have 
suddenly decided not to leave to-day, accord- 
ing to previous arrangements, and are wait- 
ing anxiously and uneasily for further news. 


BISMARCK’S STATEMENT. 

The utmost pressure was brought to bear on 
Prince Bismarck, but he would not pronounce 
the Emperor’s condition better. He said for 
publication: ‘‘His Majesty's condition was 
about what might have been expected if the 
physicians expect a relapse of a serious nature 
after the funeral.’’ This is not encouraging. 
Dr. Mackenzie was seen loitering after two 
ineffectual efforts by a professional colleague of 
his who has come on from London,and who has 
been retained here for thetime in the Interests 
of the Post-DIsPaTcH. Dr. Mackenzie is look- 
ing pale and fagged. It is known that the Em- 
peror only slept one houron Friday night and 
that his rest was broken and unsatisfactory 
Saturday night and yesterday. Dr. Mac- 
kenzle reported that he was under Imperial 
orders to refuse all information. He wished it 
known, however, that be has never predicted 
the recovery of the Emperor. 


DESPERATE STAT® OF AFFAIRS. 

The desperate situation of affairs may be 
gathered from the fact that yesterday the Gov 
ernment, which means the Iron Chancellor, 
ordered that Dr. Mackenzie should have a 
special guard of soldiers to protect him from 
the alleged furious onslagghts of the friends 
of the German doctors, ho are jealous of him. 
The meaning of this is said, by men who are 
well informed, to be that Dr. Mackenzie is to 
be guarded so that he cam not give any infor- 
mation to the public. Noknown journalist is 
permitted even tosend a eard to him since the 
guard was established. If Dr. Mackenzie is 
quoted by the average correspondent now it 
may be put downas a fabrication. Even his 
mail is under the eye of men who are trying to 
calm the public excitemegt. 


THE PRINCE OF WALES. 

The Prince of Wales last night for Lon 
don. He was going. c Vienna, the city of 
* Gat the last 
moment to go to London. I was at the station 
when he left on the 9:54train to-night. The 
Crown Prince of Germany saw him off. The 
Crown Prince seized the fat littie heir to the 
British throne in his arms and they kissed 
each other on both cheeks and then 
Prince Albert Victor and the Crown 
Prince of Germany kissed each other 
stiffly and the ceremony of kissing was 
repeated with the Duke of Oambridge. Before 
the train started the Prince of Wales rushed 
back and held an excited conversation in 
whispers with Germany’s next Emperor. 
Both Princes were greatly excited. It hada 
great effect. The people rushed away talking 
wildly to the four quarters of the city. Later 
information came direct to me from Prince 
Bismarck’s son that no change for the better 
had taken placein the Emperor’s condition. 
This information was secured at the official 
residence of an Ambassador, who is on very 
close terms with the palace. 


THE EMPEROR’S CONDITION. 

BERLIN, March 19,—Prof. Bergmann paid a 
visit to Emperor Frederick yesterday. He 
afterward conferred with the other physicians 
in attendance upon the Emperor. The Em- 
peror gave aspecial audience’ to-day to the 
representatives of China, Japan and Turkey. 

ABSOLUTE REST FOR THE EMPEROR. 

Crown Prinee William is indisposed. Prof. 
Bergmann will remain in attendance upon 
the Emperor. His Majesty somewhat over- 
exerted himself last week, and his 
doctors urge that he take absolute rest frum 
work. They also advise out door exercise at 
Wiesbaden. The Emperor will probably da- 
part for that place in a fortnight.

Editor O’Brien’s Speech at Birmingham—

LONDON, March 19.—In no year has St. Pat- 
rick’s Day been so generally observed in Lon- 
don as on Saturday last. A large proportion 
of the persons one met onthe street wore a 
peice of shamrock or a green ribbon in their 
button holes.

The public have short memories, 
therefore, although nothing is more certain 
than that Chamberilain’s change of opinion on 
the Irish question is recorded, not only in the 
reports of his speeches in Parliament, but in the 
Fortnightly Review. O'Brien's revelations in 
Saturday’s speech have made quite a comme- 
tion.

THE COSGROVE STAR ROUTE CASE. 


Judge Brewer Renders a Decision in Favor 
of the Defendant.

ATCHISON, Kan., March 19.—The Star Route 
case, of national reputation, that to recover 
something like 9200, 000 from Cornelius Cos- 
grove, of this Oity, for expedited mail service 
from Las Vegas to Las Cruces, a distance of 
about 500 miles, has just been decided by 
Judge Brewer in the United States Oirouit 
Court in favor of the defendant.

The Strike Ended by the Interference of 
Chief Arthur — No Concessions to the 
Strikers—All Employes of the Central 
Iowa, Except Passenger Trainmen, Dis- 
charged. 

KANSAS Crry, Mo., March 19.—All passenger 


trains on the Santa Fe will go but on time this 
morning. At the freight yards all is activity, 


and the switch engines are darting around 


making up trains as rapidly as possible, and 
every effort is being made to relieve the freight 
blockade. No. 8 passenger train, which leaves 
at 10:10, stands on the track with the regular 
engineer inthe cab. No. 71, which leaves at 
10:30 on the Southern Kansas, will go out on 
time, as will No. 5 at 11:15. A steady rain has 
been falling all morning, and the depot is de- 
serted by all except those there on business. 
EVERYTHING RUNNING SMOOTH. 

„Woll, we are all happy this morning, 
said Capt. Spoorof the Santa Fe. ‘‘Every- 
thing is in good shape and we are getting 
everything under way as rapidly as possibie.’’ 

*-What is there in the report that a com- 
promise was effected with the engineers, in 
which the Santa Fe agrees not to handle Bur- 
lington business?“ , 

There is nothing init, There was no com- 
promise whatever. The facts are simply that 
the men were ordered back by Mr. Conroe. If 
any request was made not to handle Burling- 
ton freight it was not answered. I have re- 
ceived no orders in regard to the matter. 
When the strike was declared I received 
orders not to receive any freight during its 
continuance, and that order has not yet been 
resoinded. Our yards are blockaded with 
freight and until we get this moved we 
will not be in shape to recelye any 
more. We got out five trains this morning 
carrying 116 cars, and we will do as well this 
afternoon. Nos. 8, 7, 89, 81, 88 and 43 went out 
on time, each one heavy Nos. 1, 71, 8 and 8. 
passenger trains, went out on time with their 
regular men on board. All freight trains are 
reported to me on arrival, and 1 don’t think 
any have come in this morning. Nos. 8 and 
10 passenger trains arrived on time. In fact, 
now our business is going on as rogues as 
it ever did, and it is only a question of how 
soon we can relieve our yards of the accu- 
mulated freight until we will be running the 
same as before the strike.’’ 

HOW IT WAS DOND. 

How was the end of the strike brought 
about?’’ 

„That is a matter of surprise to all con- 
cerned.

AN IRISH PRESBYTERIAN: ON GLADSTONE’S 
SCHEME. 


The Effect of Home Rale—Why- Protestants 
Fight It—A Methodist Doctor of Divinity 
Takes a Stand Against Verbal Inspira- 
tion—Agreeing With Rev. Heber Newton 
—Baptists on Local Option—Dr. Mat- 
thews Scents Lively Times Ahead—Minis- 
ters’ Meetings To-Day. 


One of the mostinteresting features, of the 
Monday ministers’ meetings was the addness 
of Rey. Mr. McBride at the Presbyterian pas- | 
ters’ gathering. Mr. McBride comes from the 
vicinity of Londonderry, Ireland, and is quite 
an important man in his neighborhood.

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ROUGH ON TAX-PAYERBS. 


How the Gainesville (Tex.) Board of Equali- 
zation Raised the Assessments. 


By Telegravh to the POST-DISPATCH. 

GAINESVILLE, Tex., March 19.—The City 
Council of Gainesville recently appointed a 
City Board of Equalization, the first body of 
the kind ever organized here. The Oity 
Assessor finished his assessment work for this 
year last week, and turned the books over to 
the Equalizing Board which has just completed 
its work, and raised the amount rendered by 
the Assessor from $3,500,000 to $3,900,000. This 
has created a general furore among the tax- 

ayers, especially the merchants, as in many 
nstances their assessment was raised 800 per 
cent. The Board ascertained the amount of 
insurance that each was carrying on 
property and raise the assessment in accord- 
ance. Some of the merchants: rendered their 

roperty at $10,000 and were carrying $40,000 
nsurance. One company rendered theirs at 
$25 ,000 and were carrying $90,000 insurance, and 
the great majority of the assessments have 
been raised proportionately. The smaller 
tax-payers who, as a general thing, render 
their property according to its fair value are 
much pleased over the action of the Board, 
while the kicking is being done by the large 
property-owners.

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THE RAILROADS. 


The Coal Railroad Conference—Mississipp! 
Valley Rates—The Situation Improved. 

The officials of the coal railroads are looking 
forward rather anxiously to the conference of 
managers to be held to-morrow for the pur- 
pose of arriving, if possible, at some agreée- 
ment on the subject of rates which will be 
satisfacto to all arties. There can be 
onty one of two conclusions, mutual conces- 
sions by the roads or acomplete break-up. 
Mr. Hibbard of the Vandalia has never with- 
drawn his 8742 cents rate, and there is no in- 
timation on his part that he willaccept any 
other settlement than the one he proposed, 
which is thet a differential shall be charged on 
coal according to the distance of the mine 
from the city. The Vandalia is peculiarly 
situated. All of its coal mines are within ten 
miles cf the city and Mr. Hibbard proposes 
that a basing rate be made for all mines within 
a radius of ten miles, and that 5 cents shall be 
added for every fifteen miles beyond this. 

This, of course, brings in all of the Vandalia’s 
mines to the lowest rate. Exception is to be 
made to this rule, however, in the case of 
roads having no mines within this radius in 
which case the basing rate is to include the 
first mines on the road. 

Other roads object to this sériously because 
their most important mines are outside of this 
radius, and they claim thatthe proposed dif- 
‘ferential would shut off their coal from this 
market. The Cairo Short Line, for instance, 
has a number of mines within the radius, but 
they are old and practically exhausted mines 
and the compuny has gone to great expense 
to build branches ane develop new mines 
further out. The quality of some of these 
mines is fine enough to overcome the differ- 
ential, but others again would be useless and 
could not be marketed here. The Mobile & 
Ohio is practically in the same fix, so is the 
“Chicago & Alton to a certain extent, and some 
other roads. They claim that the proposed 
differential amounts 4 prohi- 
bition on their coal. It Is understood, 
however, that they are willing to concede a re- 
duction in rates of 5 cents a ton, thus — 
down the basing rate to 45 cents as required by 
the Illinois Cammissioners, but they are not 
willing to concede the differential. 
It is claimed that the reduction 
of 5 cents a ton would make an enormous dif- 
ference in the annual receipts of the road. The 
problem is a difficult one to solve, but tne in- 
terests are large, and it remains to be seen 
what will be done abont it. The high-rate 
roads claim that the reduction and the differ- 
ential would make no difference to consumers 
but the dealers would profit by the redu 
rate,

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


A QUESTION OF NON-RESIDENCE RAISED IN 
THE LATHAM CASE, 


Judge Valliant Rules Adversely on the Plea 
in Abatement and Sustains the Attach- 
ment Against the Base Ball Piayer—A 
Nice Point—The Divorce Docket — New 
Suits Filed—A Defect in a Damage Suit— 
Cases On Trial Te-Day Under the Dome, 


Judge Valliant rendered a decision to-day in 
the board-bill suit of Garvin vs. Latham, a 
claim of the mother of Latham’s divorced 
wife. There was no evidence in the case to 
support the grounds of the attachment en- 
tered except the non-residence of Latham. In 
this restless traveling age when so many 
men are engaged in different kinds of 
business which keep them moving from 
place to place it is often a difficult question to 
decide as to where isa man’s legal residence, 
This difficulty is increased by the law of the 
case which enables the citizen of one State to 
change his citizenship to another State with 
great facility, and reduces the question to one 
not so much of actual or physical residence as 
of intention of the party himself. 

A citizen of this State may goaway and re- 
main for years without losing any right of 
citizenship, it all the time his intention is to 
return, ifinthe meantime he does nothing to 
make him a citizen of another State, On the 
other hand if he makes up bis mind to give up 
his citizenship here and become a 
citizen of another state the mo- 
ment he starts from here to 
carry that intention into effect even before he 
in fact reaches the other State he becomes a 
citizen of that State and loses his citizenship 
bere. Latham was boru in Vermont and raised 
in Lynn, Mass., where he lived until he was 
nearly grown. He came to St. Louis under 
cofttract to play ball forthe Browns and he 
has since devoted himself to that em- 
ployment, playing here and in other cities 


ofthe Union. While it appears that he has for 
several years spent most of his time in St. 
Louis, yet it also appears that bis employment 
caused him to spend a considerable share of 
his time in traveling and playing in other 
cities. He has never registered as 
a voter here and the only evidence 
of his citizenship is that he 
has spent most of his time here. Yet he al- 
ways spoke of Lynn, Mass., as his home. 

While here he married a St. Louis lady and 
he took her to Lyun, Mass., to visit his mother. 
A change of citizenship from one State to an- 
other cannot be effected without the formation 
inthe mind of a positive intention to do so 
and the intention is manifested by some act. 
There is judgment for plaintiff on plea in 
abatement. 


The Divorce Docket. 


A petition for diverce was flied te-day in 
the Circuit Court by Agnes E. Garrity. The 
marriage took place December 16, 1884, and 
they separated in April, 1887. Mrs. Garrity 


alleges that her husband rendered her condi- 
tion intolerable by his drinking habits; that 
he failed to support ber and subjected her to 
various indignities. Inthe end he absented 
himself, leaving his wife and family without 
the means of support. Mrs. Garrity asks for 
the custody of the two children. 

A petition for divorce was entered a! in 
the Circuit Court by Maggie Frietsch against 
August F. Frietsch. They were married on 
the 27th of Muy, 1884, and they separated in 
October, 1886. Mrs. Frietsch alleges that her 
husband deserted her without cause, and has 
remained away. She asks for restoration of 
her maiden name, Maggie Pickett. 


No Provisſlon for Grandchildren. 


Judge Valliant to-day rendered a decision 
en a demurrer in the damage suit of Ward et 
al. vs. St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern 
Railroad Company. The demurrer is sustained, 
This wasa suit for damages brought ‘under 


Section 2121 Revised Statutes by the minor 
grandchildren of Jonn Schank, who 
was killed by negligence on the 
part of the company’s servants. The 
statute confers the rightto maintain sucha 
suit upon the widow of the deceased or the 
minor children or on parents, but it makes 
no such provision for grandchildren, and it 
cannot be extended beyond the obvious in- 
tention of the Legislature. Inthe construc- 
tion of wills and contracts the word children 
is construed sometimes to mean graud-

4 . AN REMO, March 1.— 
This place, where the 
German Crown Prince 
(now the Emperor of 
Germany), has been 
staying during the 
winter, is upon the 
shores of the Mediter- 


ranean, about midway |' 


between Genoa and 

the Italian frontier. 

It lies under the shel- 

ter of the foothills of 

the Appenines. It 1s 
directly in the center of the earthquake shocks 
ot last year, Some of the hoteis have only 
just been reopened,so badly were they injured 
by the shocks of last season. The climate of 
Ban Remo is supposed to be more even than 
any of the places along the Riviera. The 
Riviera, freely translated, simply means along 
the shore, and it is used to describe all the 
section of country lying between Genoa and 
Mentone. San Remo itself is a town of about 
Utteen thousand inhabitants. It is in great 
favor with English physicians. Many hotels 
bave been built here within the last five years. 
There is a very large one just being completed 
upon the heights in the western part ot the 


town. 

The Crown Prince has grown worse steadily 
ever since he came here. When he was here 
first he was constantly going about visiting the 
shops in the one long street of the town, or 
else taking walks over the smooth roads in 
this most picturesque neighborhood. Grad- 
ually he has been obliged to take less and less 
exercise and to keep more and more closely 
confined, until now he has become so sensi 
tive that he cannot be ina room with the win- 
dows open even unless the sun is shining. 

There has been, according to the testimony 
of the inhabitants here, an unusual amount of 
rain this season. Ihave been here now four 
days, and during that time 1 have seen the 
gun oniy twice. Sunday it rained a perfect 
deinpge all day. Yesterdayit was gray and 
gloomy asin the darkest corner in London. 
There is very little vitality in the atmosphere. 
Itis heavy and depressing. When the sun 
shines it is pleasant enough, but according to 
the testimony of those who have been here 
during the winter, the sunshine is 

ceptional; yet there ig ntver 

y very severe cold. The hotels 


e better provided with heat than any of the 
otels of the interior. Invalids come here in 
roves. There are numerous consumptives 

and people troubled with nervous maladies at 
all of the hotels. It does not seem to me that 
this is a good piace fon invalids. The climate 
changes are too sharp. When the sun does 
come out it is warm and almost tropical. But 
in passing from the sunlight into the shade 
you immediately encounter a chill, and if you 
are at all delicate you have to be much more 
heavily wrapped up than if you were ina 
colder country. 


THE VILLA ZIRIO. 

The highest part of the town is at the west. 
The Villa Zirio,occupied by the Crown Prince, 
is in the easttown. It is one of the largest 
villas here. It is built in the Italian style, 
painted a soft cream white. Its windows are 
shaded by yellow blinds end red curtains, with 
white lace in front of them. These blinds are 
nearly always open, s0 as to give as much 
light as possible. The windows in the upper 
partofthe house are kept open nearly all 

time. The * front of the Villa 
400 or 500 fect back from 
the road on a kind of terrace the 
Arst of a series of foot- hills to rise very sharply 
back of this house to the heights which over- 
look the town. This line of hills back of the 
house is thickly covered with a forest of olive 
trees. The front of the house looks out upon 
the Mediterranean. The indenture of the sea 
atthis point is a constant study of shifting 
color. itis dark blue against the horizon, 
and then, as it comes in tuward the shore, it 
fades into various tints of green, and as it 
reaches the line of rocks upon which it breaks 
it deepens again into a dark-reddish brown 
and eveu purple. There ie no beach at San 
mo. The railroad disfigures of a necessity 
the outer line of the village, It passing between 
the town andthe sea. Below the railroad em- 
bankment is a line of dull-brown rocks. There 
is no possibility of bathingin the sea at San 
Remo, on acoount of the enormous quantity 
of marine vegetation in the water at this 
point. It is this mass which gives the purple 
reddish color to the waves as they reach 
and break upon the rocks. These rocks at low 
tide are thickly covered with this mass of red. 
dish-brown vegetation. At one place, near 
the esplanade at the west of the town, the 
vegetation is so thick in the water that it as- 
sumes almost the consistency of a pudaing. It 
looks like tar. The water here is so thick with 
this slimy mass that it cannot break into 
waves, but rolle slusgishly up against a great 
bank of previous deposits. 

A jetty runs out from the center of the town 
forming a breakwater for the vessels which 
come to San Remo. Upon this breakwater is 
an old fort, gray an | eggs which 18 
now used as the town prison. There is a greut 

uantity of Oriental vegetation throughout 
the town, which gives to ita character of a 
village in North Africa. All kinds of cacti, 
palms, orange and lemon trees grow in the 
wildest profusion in every garden and 
sheltered place. The rocks b the sen 
are covered with oactus plants. very hotel 
is hidden behind great masses of peime and 
Oriental shrubbery. The Villa Zirio has in 
front of it one ot the thickest jungles of this 
Ciass of vegetation. Roses bloom in the open 
air all through the year. They are to be seen 
now blossoming in the greatest ey ey In 
one Corner of the garden in front of the Crown 
Prince's viliais a little summer-house where 
the Prince used to sit when he first came here.

news. These correspondents are very active, 
— imaginative and go to lengths beyon 
anything that I have ever seen before in 
the collection of news, The representatives 
of the German and the Vienna papers are the 
most unscrupulous. They do not hesitate to 
listen to any conversation which they can 
surprise concerning what is going on at the 
villa. There are several gentiemen in the 
town who are here for the purpose of advisiv 
and consulting with the people a 
the villa. I mean gentlemen not immediately 
connected with the medital staff. These gen- 
tlemen when outside the villa are constantly 
dogged about by energetic young men who 
never leave their vicinity. hen these gen- 
tlemen dine at any of the hotels some of the 
news-gatherers are detailed to dine as near 
them as possible, If they go into a shop to buy 
anything, some news-gatherer comes in for a 
similar purchase. This tremendous demand 
for news rA the Prince is carried to 
such an extent that the chambermaids and the 
porters of the hotels have been enlisted in the 
service by bribes,so that letters and dispatches 
left carelessly about rooms by people who 
have information from the villa are often 

uletly abstracted for the purpose of publica- 
tion. The news gatherers claim to be justified 
in using these extraordinary means to obtain 
information. All of the newspapers of Europe 
are represented here. None of their repre- 
sentatives are permitted to even enter the 

rounds ofthe villa. The German doctors, 

ergmann and Bermann, are under strict or- 
ders from Berlin not to speak a word upon the 
subject of the Crown Prince to any one out- 
side of the villa. These two physicians live in 
the villa and only occasionally appear outside. 
Dr. Bergmann carries out this order with rig- 
orous simplicity. A German reporter who in- 
sisted upon speaking to him when he made his 
appearance on the road the other day was im- 
mediately threatened with the police if he per- 
sisted in addressing him.

THE QUARREL OF THE DOCTORS. 

The German pbysicians have been in a 
chronic state of indignation against Sir Morell 
Mackenzie because he does not hesitate to talk 
pretty freely concerning the gase. If it had 
not been for the Crown Princess Sir Morell 
Mackenzie would have been sent away long 
ago. The German physicians have steadily ad- 
hered to the theory that the Crown Prince’s 
trouble is cancerous, and that an operation 

should have been performed last summer. 
While it might have endangered his life then, 
— believe that now his malady has reached 
such a point that no operation can save bim. 
Sir Morell Mackenzie lives at the hotel where 
I am at present writing this letter. I see him 
nearly every day as he comes in and goes out. 
He has frequently given to the world in Lon- 
don elaborate — upon the case of the 
Crown Prince, but now he is more reserved, 
and is willing to admit that the case has taken 
& more serious turn and that the 
result cannot be positively predicted. 
Mackenzie is 1 tall, square-should- 
ered, alert, resolute looking man, 
who looks much more like an American than 
an Englishman. You hearmuch morein San 
Remo of the quarrel of the doctors than of the 
Crown Prince himself. This rivalry of the 
physicians has resulted in an injury to the in- 
terests of the Crown Prince. There has been 
atthe villatwo strong opposing interests in 
constant contention. Mackenzie represented 
one school and a certain theory. His reputa- 
tion was at stake and he was in charge of the 
case. He was supported by the Crown Prin- 
cess and by the English interest at the villa, 
He was backed also by the English Queen 
and herfamily. The German physicians do 
not believe in Mackenzie at all. They bitterly 
denounce his talking to newspaper represent- 
atives as an illegitimate means of advertising 
himself at the expense of his patient, and re- 
gard Mackenzie as a quack. They have not 
hesitated to express this opinion to the few 


friends and associates who have occasionally 
| seen them when they were away from the 
villa. Attempts were for along time made to 
| harmonize these two sets of theories, but the 
| efforts were in vain. Both practitioners as I 
write are staying at San Remo, although they 
have great claims upon their attention at 
home. They have been awaiting a critical 
turn in the case, each fearing that the other 
might gainan advantage if here wife the 
other was away. 

Those who are immediately about the Prince 
have very little faith or confidence in the doc- 
tors outside of the surgical skill which has 
been necessary to relieve temporarily the suf- 
fering of the patient. There has been too 
much uncertainty and too much difference of 
—— 1 to inspire a great respect forthe phy- 
sicians in attendance. Meanwhile the Prince 
has grown steadily worse, and at the time of 


this writing there is no doubt that his malady 
is rapidly approaching a fatal termination. 
This serious change is indicated by the con- 
stant presence ofthe physicians with him; 
their nervous and disturbed air when away 
from the villa, and the unmistakable fact that 
the Prince is now threatened with blood poi- 
soning, which if once set in would carry him 
off with great rapidity, in spite of anything 
that the physicians could do. 

PAINFUL AND SICKENING SITUATION AT THE 

VILLA. 

The Crown Princess (now the Empress) is 
never seen only when she takes her daily 
ride. She is always in attendance upon her 
husband. Sheis a most devoted wife. She 
has performed constantly during the winter 
the duties of an ordinary nurse, and has only 
given way for others when her strength has 
been overtaxed. Itis hardto imagine a more 
painful situation than the one she 
now — — She is very sensitive 
to everything that is published in 
the newspapers, and has been very much 
depressed by the representations that her own 
son was the center f au intrigue at Berlin to 
force his father to abdicate. The tremendous 
political consequences centered upon the life 
of the Crown Prince bring in elements to con- 
stantly harrass and annoy the Crown Princess. 
There is no doubt that the class of people who 
surround the Crown Prince do not harmonize 
with what is known as the Bismarck element 
in Berlin. The death of the Crown Prince 
would mean retirement and obscurity for 
them. 

This little town is filled with Germans from 
endtoend. The German language is the pre- 
vailing one spoken among the guests at the 
hotels. There isa passionate interest taken 
by the German peoplein the Crown Prince’s 
condition. They all now believe that he is go- 
ing to die, and this 2 teeling of sympathy 
forthe Crown Prince has created great in- 
dignation among the Germans against Mac- 
kenzle. The Germans here especially resent 
the freedom with which he has spoken 
of the Crown Prince's condition. It is a 
fact that nearly all of the articles sent 
out from San Remo contain much more 
about Mackenzie than about the Crown 
Prince himself, This natural indignation 
agaings the physicians who has been in charge 
since the case has begun to go so badly hag 
been further increased by certain indiscre- 
tions of Mackenzie himself. Nis daughter has 
recently joined him. She is a tall, regular- 
featured, fresh-complexioned English girl, 
who visited San Remo last tall as the guest of 
the Crown Princess. Now she comesto San 
Remo to act as a newspaper correspondent for 
one or two English newspapers. The 
fact that Mackenzie will permit his daughter 
to do this and to have the appearance 
of passing over to a member of his 
family the secrets ofthe sick-room to be ped- 
died out in the form of newspaper correspond- 
ence has so increased the indignation towards 
the English physician, who understands so 
well how to advertise himself, that it lead d- 
rectly to the sharp and sudden action taken 
by the German Emperor in placing Dr. Bergh- 
mann in charge. 

The German Emperor was very indignant at 
the advertising means employed by Macken- 
gie and does not pardon his, to him, Inexcu.- 
sable loguacity in talking for publication 
about the condition of hie son. The Emperor 
has been several times during the last month 
upon the eve of asserting his authority 
and aay 4 Mackenzie’s summary dis- 
missal. But he held himself back as he did 
only out of coupes to the English interests, 
The Prince of Wales, when he was here the 
other pay. was made acquainted with this 
view of the German Emperor and of the dis- 
satisfaction at Berlin. The Prince thorough! 
disapproved of Mackenzie's course in 8 
to the newspapers and promised to use bis au- 
thority to remedy the matter as far as possi- 
bie. ut it was utterly hopeless now to try 
to mitigate the tremendous tide of indignation 
in German circles against Mackenzie. I 
should not be at all ‘surprised in the 
event of a sudden and fatal 
termination of the Crown Princes 
Uness to see Mackenzie shot down by some 
fanatical German. One has to be here in or- 
der to uy, understand the extent and depth 
of this feeling. A German gentieman said to 
me yesterday: ‘‘I would not for a million 
mar the frontier into Germany in com- 
peas with Str Morell Mackenzie. I am certain 

hat he could not to-day enter Germany with- 
wut risk to his lite, and I am sure that any- 
body who was with him would run the risk of 
Sharing bis fate. 

The German ple fairly idolize the Crown 
Prince, They believe that he could have been 
paved if he had been property. rented in the 
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first place and had been le e care of the 
German physicians. Th 
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was tied up with a white muffler. A 

soft hat shaded his eyes. He came out with 
Klaus, his body-servant. He satin the sun 
and looked away over the Mediterranean, 
watching the dancing up and down of the 
Italian war vessel placed at his disposal, and 
rarely glanced down at the curious spectators 
who gathered in the road below. The vil- 
lagers show much less curiosity and more 
real politeness towards the inmates of the 
villa than theforeign contingent who fill the 
hotels and who swarm about the villa hunting 
for scraps of information about this heirto the 
throne of the great Empire of Germany. 

An old resident of Paris said to me last 
night: What an overwhelming calamity for 
France is overshadowed in the approaching 
death of the Crown Prince! He is so broad- 
minded, so calm and even in his temper end 
so much opposed to war. He has been deeply 
touched, too, by the widespread sym- 
paty for him in France. If he were 
to survive and come to the throne of Germany 
our country would be assured of peaceful and 
harmonious relations with its nearest and at 
present most dangerous neighbor.’’ Another 
gentieman who called upon the Crown Prince 
yesterday, and who had the opportunity of 
secing him for a moment, said; The Prince 
— looks like a spirit. He has such a pa- 
thetic look in his eyes. Yet he is as calm, se- 
rene and cheerful as at any time in his life. He 
can only speak by putting his finger upon the 
tube in his throat, and that he is forbidden to 
do except when necessity compels. Yet every 
one who comes in contact with him is made 
the recipient of kind words. He appears to be 
deeply impressed by the kindness and good 
wishes of those about him. He said to me as 
he shook me by the hand: ‘How kind and 
thoughtful you are. 

The Prince has been the recipient of any 
number of letters and telegrams from the 
United States. Words of sympathy have come 
from nearly every section of our country. 
Several of our prominent physicians have 
volunteered theirservices. Theseexpressions 
offriendship from such a far away country 
have been most thoroughly appreciated by 
the Crown Prince.

A PICTURE OF THE YOUNG PRINCESSES. 

The young Princesses go out every day walk- 
ing. They are to be metin the shops in the 
town or outon the countryroad. They rarely 
drive. They are straight, tall young girls, 
self-possessed and very quiet in their manner. 
They are always accompanied by a governess. 
They have an Muglish. a French and a Ger- 
man governess. One of them is always on 
duty with the Princesses. Yesterday while 
walkin on a country road cast of 
this village I saw the three Princesses 
in the company of their French 
governess come in from a dend in the 
road. The eldest Princess held by the handa 
little round-faced, blue-eyed, bionde-haired 
child, the little Princess of Saxe-Meiningen. 
I took a seat upon a convenient wall along- 
side the road where they would pass and 
ina moment I had an opportunity of witness- 
ing a most picturesque little episode. Oom- 
ing in an opposite direction at the time I took 
my seat was a handsome Italian peasant 
woman. She hada splendid, clean-cut face, 
with acquiline nose. Her hair was white 
and set off by a red-and-yellow handker- 
chief, which she wore over the back of her 
head and tied under her chin. Her dress was 
brownish-yellow stuff with a striped

dark, thickset old man, whose hair was just 
peginning tosbow signs of gray. They were 
weikingjhand in hand. This attracted my atten- 
tion, but in amomentIsaw the reason of this 
Darby and Joan attitude. The man was blind. 
The advancing Princesses and this Italian pair 
met directly in front of my seat, The woman 
haltedand begantoask alms for her hus- 
band. From her simple, direct manner it 
was evident that she did not know the rank of 
the people she was addressing. The Princess 
Victoria, the eldest ofthe three, immediately 
stopped aud began a search for her purse. 
Her governeds then came to the rescue at once 
and began a conversation with the aged 
couple. It was an interesting picture, for 
benevolence is supposed to be the chief occu- 
pation of royalty. The Princesses talked 
— the er with the old man for 
some time, e stood up squarely and told the 
story of the loss of his eyes pointing to the 
vacant sockets with true Italian eloquence as 
he told his tale. He did not remove his hat 
once, but talked to them as he would to any 
chance passer upon the street. 


The three Princesses stood about in easy 
positions, lMstefiing with quiet interest to the 
story. Butthe most interested auditor was 
the little Princess of Saxe-Meiningen. She 
stood very close to the old man, with her blue 
sailor hat pushed back on her long, uncon- 
fined yellow hair as she watched every feat- 
ure of the old man’s face as he talked. The 
three German Princesses were dressed ex-

about the same height, They 

wore plain black cloth dresses made simply 

with long draperies. Their close-fitting short 

coats were also of biack. Their hats were of 

telt, Alpine-shaped, trimmed very plainly 

with black ribbon, with black wings standing 

up infront. They each carried a mutf of fine 

black Astrakan and a tightly rolled black silk 
umbrella. 

During the old man’sstory three Italian 
peasants passed who recognized the Princess, 
and uncovered as they passed. They walked 
but a few steps away and then waited for the 
blind man and his wife. At the end of the 
old man’s story a silver piece was given 
to the woman. Both of them bowed, ex- 
pressed their gratitude, and walked on. 
But the funny part ofthe episode took place 
when the blind man wet the three peasants 
who had 2 passed. By this time a halt- 
dozen small boys had gathered around. AI- 
though the men were at some distance from 
me, it was very easy to understand the whole 
conversation between them andthe blind man 
by the pantomime of their gestures alone. It 
was clear that the first question they asked 
him was: Do you know with whom you 
were talking?’’ because he called out a sonor- 
ous ‘‘No’’ and shook his head most emphat- 
cally. Then one of the Italian peas- 
ants drew back in a most theatrical 
way and recited inthe most sonorous Itallan 
at his command the full rank and title 
of the distinguished group, with the members 
of which the blind man had just been having 
such an easy and intimate conversation. The 
effect of this tremendous declaration upon the 
two differed to a remarkable degree. The 
woman was simply paralyzed with emotion. 
She stood stiff, dropped the old man’s hand 
and stared off into vacancy, too much over- 
come to say a word. The old man, upon the 
contrary, was as excited as if he had 
drank a dozen bottles of wine. The 
thought that he had kept on his hat dur- 
ing his conversation with royalty apparenti 
maddened him, because he — * tearing o 
his hat and taking with it at each clutch tufts 
of his hair. He roared and gesticulated with 
excitement, appealicd to heaven to strike him 
dead for his stupidity, stamped on the ground 
with his feet and his cane and told over and 
over again how wonderful it all was. I do not 
know how long this conversation continued. 
It may be going on yet, for as I left the group 
was getting thicker and thicker, people were 
coming running across the fields to see what 
was the matter, while the old man at each 
moment was growing more and more excited 
as his audience increased. 

Asl walked back to the hotel I noticed the 
extraordinary attention paid to the Princesses 
by all of the German tourists who chanced in 
their way. I have never seen any such re- 
spect 5 to royalty in any country in Eu- 
rope. It had more than the look of respect; it 
seemed to my American eyes to smack more of 
subserviency. Wherever the Princesses ap- 

eared, the men would square about in mill. 

fashion, face them, uncover and remain 
motioniess and uncovered until these young 
giris had passed. The German adies 
also faced about and ocourtesied as 
laborately as at a court presentation. 
ithe Princesses acknowledged these salutes b 
the slightest possible inolination of the 
eads and walked straight on. Such a dem- 
onstration seems absurd when you consider 
the fact that these young ladies are out oon- 
stantly” waiking over the town and through 
the country. But, upon the other hand, I am 
told that this excessive demonstration of re- 
spect which greets these young giris wherever 
they go comes from the Ie sympatby 
t th rmans for the iotions now resti 
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blondes. The features of the younger are 
more frreguiar, but they have a splendid 
fresh color.

NEW SAN REMO. 

The village of San Remo, where this un- 
happy Prince is now resting, is one of the old- 
est of the towns in Northern Italy.

The 
old of the town is made up of some of the 
most picturesque materiai to be found in 
Europe, an mo has some Afteen 
thousand inhabitants. Fully ten thousand 
of these inhabitants live in what is 
known as the o wn, This part 
ofthe city is unlike anything I have ever 

urope. In the first place itis built 
of low terraces which guddenly 
locks of houses crowded solidly 
together, with only areade passageways 
through them, stretching up to the top ot a 
very high cone-shaped ill. There is not an 
open spot or bit of uncovered land in all this 
stretch of the old town. The houses are built 
solidly together, and the arcades or pases 
ways are covered over by heavy arches, which 
join the houses opposite each other. These 
— are only about five to six feet wide. 
hese houses are so high upon each side of 
these narrow passageways that in the ma- 
jority of them the light of the sun 
never plerces. These curious arches, which 
jointhe houses together for the extent of 
neanhy half a square mile, are supposed to 
have been employed for the purpose of sup- 
ports in case of earthquake shocks. This part 
of the village stood the last earthquake very 
well. It is only upon the top of the hill that 
you see the cracks and the shattered buildings 
which gave way last year. There are no teams 
thatcan ascend these narrow passageways. 
Small, sure-footed pack mules alone are able 
to make their way up and down the e 
flags and steep steps of these dark, damp, ill- 
smelling alleys. 

It is difficult to imagine how these houses 
are drained of their sewage. It must be that 
the town js a fever-breeding hole, The houses 
were built hundreds of years ago, before any- 
thing in the way of sanitary science was 
known. They stretch up aix, seven and eight 
stories high in solid rank, leaning over these 
little narrow ways, down through which the 
least possible light or ventilation comes. 
Aloug these narrow roadspeople live kennel 
fashion. Their mules are stabled in the same 
kennels. You will find a littie Shop in the 
back part of which people live and sleep, while 
their mule will occupy ‘‘the drawing-room of 
the suit.’’ Everywhere you find the refuse 
and slops of the houses pitched out on to the 
flag-stones of the opening between the build- 
ings. The people live in here as thiok as pral- 
rie dogs and appear to have the same breath- 
ing facilities as rabbits. Children swarm at 
every turn. Some of the children are walking 
embodiments of disease, While others are 
perfect pictures of health. I saw some little 
ragged children who were nothing but a moy- 
ing mass of sores, playing side by side with 
round, rosy-faced children who looked as full 
of health as H they had never breathed any- 
thing but the air of the green flelds. 

After climbing straight up through this old 
town, noting the curious effects of color upon 
these dark and dingy walis, finding at every 
turn more picturesque corners than I have 
ever seen in any artist's sketch-book, I came 
out at last upon the top of the hill near a hide- 
ously ugly church, which is the place of wor- 
ship for the peoplein the village below. It 
was well worth the climb through the dingy, 
ill-emelling, closely-shaded arcades to arrive 
at this glorious beight where the country lay 
stretched out in beautiful pictures all 
about me. The old village was far 
enough below to lose everything of 
its disagreeable character and retain only its 
odd and picturesque value. Below the first 
turn in the road were a group ofsome fifty or 
sixty Italian women washing clothes in a 
public fountain. They were industriously 
scrubbing away inthe cold water. This foun- 
tain is arranged in the shape of an oblong 
trough of stone, with a shed-like cover open 
at the sides. The women stand here and 
gossip, and lazily work at the clothesin front 
of them. 

As far out as the eye could reach the Medi- 
terranean was a mass of dazzling blue, which 
no one would dare to pet in a picture and 
ask the public to believe it to be natural. At 
the left were villas, stretching for miles as far 
as the eye could see along the hills, standing 
out against a setting of olive trees. A roaring 
torrent from the mountains came down 
through the center of the city under old 
arched bridges built in the days of the Ro- 
mans. The lower town lay 8 along 
the line of the sea. Above the old town 
stretched a lineof hills covered with olive 
trees, and above that, reaching to the driving, 
fleecy gray clouds, were the suow-covered 
heights of the Appenine range. 

The air from the sea came up to this height 
sweet, clear, clean. For a short hour it was 
simply perfect, but then it was only sufficient 
to turn into the shadow of the hill to encounter 
a dangerous chill.. In the gun an overcoat was 
intolerable. In the shadow it was absolutel 
necessary. As I came up first on the hili 
wasmet byagroup of a dozen little Italian 
girle carrying blue violets and rosebuds. 
They all beseeched meto buy. There were so 
many of them that I knew I could not buy of 
one without calling the rest upon me and so I! 
refused them all, But as two were more per- 
sistent than the rest, and perhaps a little pret- 
tier, I gave each of them a penny in compen- 
sation for — refusaito buy. ISOOn discov- 
ered my mistaken good nature when I came to 
seat myself to look atthe view. The little 
flower giris now swarmed from every direc- 
tion. Those to whom I had given the pennies 
were indignant for supposing that they would 
take my money without taking their flowers. 
In their outburst of generous indignation they 
thrust upon me a double quantity of flowers. 
First one would throwa bunch of violets in 
my lap and then another. Then they all 
seemed to think that it was a good froiic to 
pelt me with their flowers. hey began to 
rain rosebuds and before I knew it I had forced 
upon me nearly a basket load of violets and 
rosebuds, I gave them all the pennies I had 
in my 232 and again tried to get rid ot 
them, but this only resulted in more flowers 
and perfect roars of childish laughter at my 
confused efforts to make them understand 
that I did not wish to rob them or to have any 
more of their roses. 

There are many beautiful walks and drives 
about San Remo. Butany description of them 
would simply lead to a repetition of the de- 
scription of the view seen from the heights 
of the old town. Monte Carlo is only twe 
hours away. San Remo is the last town of any 
importance before reaching Ventimiglia, upon 
the Italian border. The town has been gradu- 
ally growing in importance since 1873 asa 
health resort. The place has been made by 
the Germans. ice is a much more 
agreeable lace, but the Germans do 
not feel like going there on account 
of the antagonism of the French people, 
This ig almostthe only agreeable point on the 
Riviera where the Germans can come. In 1878 
there were only three hotels and twenty villas, 
while in 1880 there were twelve hotels, ninety 
villas and any number of pensions or boarding 
houses. In 18823 there were 14,000 visitors. Last 
year there were even more, and this year there 
will be upward of thirty thousand. The majori- 
ty of these visitors are English and Germans. 
Ten per cent. are perhaps Americans. There 
are but few Italian visitors as compared with 
other nationalities. Russians, Poles, Swedes 
and Hungarians make up the other foreign 
plement. In a funny local guide written 
one ot the French residents, I found the other 
day that he describes the ass and the mosquito 
as the two domestic animals of this country. 
Certainly what he has to say about the mos- 

uito is much more frank than would be 

ound in any guide of a seaside resort in New 
Jersey. The very moment you enter San Remo 
ou find that you are ina mosquito country, 

ve bed even in the winter retains 1 
fron frame and mosquito-net covering. The 
very momentthat the sun fairly warms up 
this country in the spring the mosquitoes 
come forth, They do not touch the natives 
put devour the strangers. Their bite is 
— poigonons, and in some cases the 
spread o epidemics in Italy has been traced 
to the mosquitoes. 

What adds tothe general picturesqueness of 
the town is the tremendous profusion of 
Oriental vegetation which I have already men- 
tioned. Among the trees which grow out of 
doors around the head of this bay are the 
orange, the citron, ail the ades of paim 
trees, Including the date m and every 
species of rose and flowers — 12 
only in the hot -houses in northern climates,

A Desecration ofthe Day—Political Discus- 
sions That Have No Place in the Pulpit— 
Secretary Ben Deering Quotes Scripture 
at the Great Bible Scholar and Likens 
Him to Aaron With the Golden Calf—Dr, 
Merrill Does Not Think He Profaned His 
Church Baptist Preachers Differ—Rev.

The first pulpit attack on the Local Option 
campaign was thundered forth yesterday morn- 
ing at the Washington Avenue Presbyterian 
Church. Before beginning his sermon the pas- 
tor, Rev. Dr. J. 
ment of the al Option meeting at the First 
Congregational Church in the afternoon,under 
theauspices of the W. O. T. U. After reading the 
notice over very slowly, he said that a request 
had come to him to allow the use of the church 
forthe same purpose. He wanted to say once 
and for all that he had nothing to do with 
saying what should be done with the building 
outside of the regular church worship. 
That permission lies with the Board 
of Trustees and tliey must be seen. 
Then putting a little more empbasis 
into his tones, he told the congregation he 
had something more to say. The holding of 
local option meetings in the churches on the 
Sabbath he declared to bea violation of the 
day and a desecration of the church. Itisa 
political question and improper to be dis- 
cussed in the house of God. It was no excuse 
to say that morals are involved in the 
local option campaign. The preacher 
said the Democratic and Republican 
leaders would say that tha welfare 
of the country depended on the success of 
their party, and might also claim that there- 
fore they ought to use the Sabbath to advance 
their party interests. Enthusiasts are open- 
ing a floodgate of evil by holding these Sun- 
day political meetings. If they continued the 
spectacle might be presented of churches on 
the Sabbath being given over during the 
coming campaign to meetings of the Prohibi- 


tion party. 
ENFOROING LOCAL OPTION. 


Leaving the Sunday — of the case out of 
consideration, Dr. Brookes spoke of the vaiue 
at such a law. He said there was no use in 
passing a law that wouldn’t be enforced. 
„Better have no prohibitory law at all than 
one that is openly violated,’’ he sald. Take 
the Sunday law: thatisa dead letter. The ef- 
fect of passing laws that cannot be enforced 
isto weaken public confidence in laws. 
law, to be enforced must be backed by the 
sentiment of the community.“ 

Coming back to the use of churches for lo- 
cal-option meetings, Dr. Brookes concluded 
by saying: ‘‘If the trustees should grant the 
pe for any such purpose I should not at- 
tend the meeting. 

These remarks caused considerable of a sens- 
ation in the large congregation, and one mem- 
ber looked at the other as if to ask: Do you 
agree with the doctor?’’ The announcement 
which Dr. Brookes had read containing the 
names as speakers at the meeting of Rev. 
W. H. Black, the Cumberland Presbyte- 
rian, and Rev. H. A. Stimson 
the prominent Con gationalist, additional 
interest was lent to the remarks, as they were 
tantamount to a eriticism of those well-Known 
pastors, of the pastor in whose church the 
meeting was to be held.

A LUXURIOUS ARTICLE WHICH WILL SOON 
BE A THING OF THE PAST. 


Fur-Bearing Animals Dying Out Everywhere 
and Their Skins Growing Much Harder to 
Get—Why Buffalces Were So Ruthlessly 
Slaughtered—The Best Places to Sell Furs 
—Interesting Facts and Statements. 


Cari Ullmann of Leipzig, Saxony, who has 
been in the city for several days, remarked 
this morning toa Post-DISPATCH reporter at 
the Southern Hotel: ‘‘I have just returned 
from a visit to British America, where I have 
been in the interest of the fur-dealing firm 
with which Iam connected. It is a fact little 
known in this country that, next to London, 
Leipzig is the greatest fur-dealing center in 
the world outside of China. We keep a close 
watch upon all the fur-producing countries, 
but in spite of our vigilance find it yearly 
harder to obtain the required supplies. The 
shipments of the Hudson Bay Company, 
which for many years has controlled nearly 
the whole of the American fur crop, have 
been, during the last ten years, far lighter than 
ever before, and their stock is now taken 
exclusively by London. The object of 
my visit was to see what could be done in the 
comparatively fresh fields of the Western inte- 
rior of the British possessions, access to which 
is afforded by the Canadian Pacific. I spent 
several months in this country, and consider 
the outlook most promising. One section of 
the Northwest, that of the Lower Saskatche- 
wan, is to-day the best game country 
in America and one of the dest 
in the world. The beaver, which 


has nearly disappeared from the Hudson Bay 
region, and og! from the western part of 
the United States, is still found in large num- 
bers in the streams emptying into the Sas- 
katchewan. Mink, lynx and fox abound, deer 
and caribou are plenty, while more black and 
silver fox are met with than anywhere 
else in the world. These latter, how- 
ever, aré very rare everywhere, and 
have not been completely exterminated in any 
quarter where they ever were found, and form 
asmall, although valuable, part of the fur 
trade. What to-day constitutes the value of 
the Western British American fur trade is the 
medium- priced furs, such as beaver and fox. 
These have been killed off in many quarters 


now a great demand for them. The buffalo have 
gone forever, and this most profitable branch 
of our trade has been closed. Few know the 
reason why these animals were so ruthiessly 
slaughtered. The demand for their robes 
would never have occasioned their complete 
disappearance, as the market would bhave 
been glutted long before the supply had been 
exhausted. But the buffalo leather was found 
to make by far the best material for belting 
for machinery, and it was this* that 
e to the Slaughter of the great 
herds. I have investigated the su care- 
fully, and have come to the conclusion t 
not one skin in five was saved, the bunte 
were very careless about rough-curing them 
and hundreds of thousands were spoiled 
every month by shrinkage and rotting. To- 
day very few robes can be bought, and within 
afew years the stock on hand will be nearly 
exhausted, and the once cheap buffalo robe 
will take its place among the rare and high- 
priced furs. 
WHERE FUR IS OBTAINED, 

The fur producingfcountries of the world 
are very few in number, said Mr. Ullmann, 
‘‘and they are N 2 becoming exhausted, 
Forty years ago America was the great fur pro- 
ducer, with the Russian possessions second. 
To-day Siberia sends out more furs than any 
other region, and America, with the excep- 
tion of the fur seal, has greatly de- 
creased. A few fancy skins come from 
Asia and Africa, but nearly the whole product 
is from high latitudes. Many Arctic countries 
are nearly destitute of fur-bearing animals, 
Greenland, for instance, while scarcely any 
are found on the northern islands. The 
Antarctic regions send noneſat all, the ice-flelds 
around the South Pole being too barrén to 
support life of any kind. Thus the fleld is 
confined to North America and Asia, 
with a very small supply from Norway 
and Sweden, and some from European Russia. 
The American field is most seriously denuded, 
although I expect Northwestern British Co- 
lumbia and stone fi the interior of Alaska 
will in future immense 1 increase their output. 
In the Asiatic deserts -bearing animals are 
becoming rarer every year and the time is not 
far distant when furs of all kinds will becomea 
luxury attainable only by tbe very rich. In the 
northern partof the Chinese dominions and 
among the bigh mountains of Thibet thou- 
sands of bales of fine furs are shipped every 

ear, but these are taken exclusively by the 

hinese, and do not constitute a factor in the 
European market. China ig by all means the 
best place to gispose of very fine and 
three-fourths of the most expensive are 
bought by the mandarins of that country, 
some of whom possess fortunes far 
in amount anything known in the Western 
world. Russia probably comes next, 
reminder of the high-grade furs are sold all 
over the 8 look f 
incre n 0 output ot Al 
the Interior of which is almost totally — 
— but under the most favorable condi- 
ions th ly will grow smaller and smaller 
every year, and it will not be long before the 
fur trade will be a thing of the past.

Robert Alexander, the negro boy who killed 
Frank Sullivan Saturday, was arrested last 
evening by Detectives Desmond and Lawler 
at Rock Springs, where he was stopping with 
afriend.
